Brennan’s W Held “Betttr.” 
The decision of J Baker and Stein to 
grant a new trial was based principally on 
the point that the word of Edward J. Barrett, 
who testified that he had been paid 50 cents 
by the alderman for his vote, was not so good 
as that of Brennan. In the case of MeCarie 
the judges held that, whilé it was proved that 
he had gone into the voting booth and marked 
a ballot it had-not been proved that he was in 
a conspiracy as charged. : :

“In reversing this judgment as to Brennan 
and McCarile,"’ said Judges Stein and Baker, 
“we do not close.our eyes to the evidence

“It is this testimony which we are-con- 
‘vinced confused | the juty and misled them 
into rendering a verdict not justified by the 
evidence, so far as Brennan and McCarle are 
concerned. 

‘“Po falsely impersonate. voters is one of- 
fense, and to accompany voters into booths 
and mark their ballots is another. 

“ For proper administration of the law itis 
necessary and the law requires that every 
accused person shall ‘be tried only on what 
charge is made against him and of which he 
is formally apprised in the indictment. 

“The case against Kent stands on a dif- 
ferent footing. The proof tends to show he 
committed the offense charged against him.” 


Why Judge Freeman 
in dissenting fro the 


opinion of his'‘associates, declared there was 
‘no reason why Barrett should not be be- 
lieved as,readily as Brennan. He said: 
*"* The imyportance of the case in its bear- 
ing upon the purity of the ballot seems to 
deman@ @ statement of the reasons for my 
dissent. 

“ The reversal as to Brennan is based upon 
the viéw that the witness Barrett did not 
tell the truth, is not worthy of belief, and is 
not corroborated as to material matters, and 
it is claimed.that the only direct évidence 
connecting Brennan with the common pur- 
pose charged. in the indictment is Barrett's 
testimony.” 

“This is cat aside and characterized as 

unworthy of belief against the denials of 
Brennan, the alderman of fourteen years’ 
service, whore veracity is said not to have 
been questioned or assailed at the trial. 
- “ But Barrett's is not the only evidence so 
connecting Brennan, ang the veracity of the 
latter is, in my judgment, successfully as- 
sailed and impeached by other reliable evi- 
dence. 

‘“ Brennan’s veracity is, moreover, directly 
assailed and impeached by the testimony of 
Waseca, conceded to be a reputable citizen 
entitled to credence.” 


State’s Lawyers Are Silent. 
Neither State’s Attorney Deneen nor his 
assistant, Mr. Barnes, would discuss the 
merits of the decision. No plans have as yet 
been made for a retrial of the case. 

According to Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barnett the case can be redocketed after ten 
days. Then it will be put on call and must 
come up within four months. It is the opin- 
ion of many who are acquainted with the 
workings of the courts that the case will 
never be retried. The opinion of the Appel- 
late judges makes much of the former testt- 
mony incompetent, and without that the de- 
fendants, lawyers say, could hardly be con- 
vieted. The case has already been put in 
the same category with the Sullivan and 
the P. H. O'Donnell cases. 


Rush of Volunteer Bondsmen. 
. The news of the court's action was hailed 
with delight by Brennan's lawyer, W. 8. For- 
rest. It also caused a rush of volunteer 
bondsmen to the sheriff's office. Among 
those who offered their assistance were An- 
drew J. Graham and Michael Condon, who 
had been the alderman’s sureties during 
the hearing of his case, They were ac- 
cepted. They both went to the Criminal 
Court building about 2 o'clock, when it was 
announced Brennan would arrive. There 
they found John McGillen, Eugene Sullivan, 
John Connell. and a host of smaller lights in 
Eighteenth ward politics. Soon after Roger 
Sullivan came in and he was followed by

BLUEBEARD:’8 WIVES 


Five Living, One Sandened. Two 
Missing Is the Record. 


DISCOVERED HECUTSTHROAT 


80 Year Old Londoner. 


LONDON, March 26.—Public interest .is. 
absorbed in the extraordinary developments 
following the suicide of a man named George 
Crossman on‘the night of March 23. 

Crossman, who was living in the respecta- 
ble suburb of Kensalrise, killed himself to | 
avoid arrest by the police, whose suspicions 
had been aroused regarding the contents of 
a trunk which Crossman was sending away. 

On opening the trunk the body of a woman 
was found incased in cement. An investiga- 
tion proved that she was murdered about 
six months ago and that she was one of 
Crossman’s eight wives. Five of his wives | 
were traced and found alive, one is dead, and | 
two are missing. 


Only 30 Years Old. 

The police believe it possible the investiga- 
tion may prove that Crossman adopted a 
similar method in ridding himself of: other 
superfluous wives, of which he may have had 
several Who have not yet been traced. 

Though only about 30 years of age, Cross- 
man’s career rivals that of the most famous: 
crjminais. Under various aliases he led a 
double and even a triple married life. His 
chief means of support was derived from his 
wiyes, several of whom he secured through 
advertisements. 

Crossman’s first wife died, apparently of 
natural causes, in 1807. He remarried in 
1898 at Maidstone, and the same year con- 
tracted a bigamous marriage at Maldon, 
with the result that he was sentenced to fiv 
years’ penal servitude. 


Starts Wholesale Wedded Bliss. 

Once frée, he set to work to marry by 
wholesale. Wife No. 4 was quickly secured. 
She and her baby recently were living at 
Crossman’s house at Kensalrise. At Read- 
ing Crossman secured a fifth wife, under the 
name of Seaton. 

A month later he marfied again. - The 
whereabouts and fate of this sixth wife are 
still uncertain. Having three women living 
at different places as his wife, Crossman 
took a fourth wife. For a year he kept up 
the deception, and apparently none of his 
wives had the slightest suspicion of his hon- 
‘esty. Crossman found his eighth wife in the 
young daughter of a London railroad em- 
ployé, and she is supposed to be the victim’ 
found in cement. 

The discovery of the youthful Bluebeard's 
crimes occurred through the suspicions of 
a lodger, who noticed an odor and com- 
plained of it, but Crossman attributed 
it to the drains. At this period Cross- 
man was living with one of his many wives, 
who occupied the same room where thé dead 
body of the other wife was concealed in a 
trunk. Croseman agreed to send the trunk 
away. 

During the evening of March 23, while mov- 
ing the trunk, the lodgers suspicions were 
further increased, and he went to a police 
station. Just as the trunk was being lifted 
into a cart the police appeared. hs, 

With a cry, Crossman started tqrun. For 
three-quarters .of a mile he fied for his life,

TWO THIEVES SECURE $145. 


Panic Follows Her Resistance at 845

_ Agirl cashier was shot and a dozen women 
thrown in a panic last night when two rob- 
bers invaded the crowded grocery of E. 
Meine, 345; Bast Nerth avenue. They se- 
cured $145. 

‘Shortly before 10 o’clock Meine and two 
clerks were waiting on a crowd of customers 
when two men entered the store. They were 
hardly noticed until Margaret Fell, the 17 
year old cashier, saw them lock the door. 
Before she.could call Meine’s attention to 
the intruders, who, she thought, were intox- 
icated,; they had drawn the blinds. 


Panic When Robbers Act. 

Then, secure_from interruption from the 
street, both men drew revolvers and com- 
manded: “Keep quiet, everybody. Hands 
up.” 

The dozen startled women customers joined 
in a chorus of terrified cries until a flourish 
of the robbers’ revolvers terrified them into 


‘etlence. Meine tried to reach his desk, where 


was a revolver, but was driven back. 

Then with his clerks the proprietor was 
ordered to face the wall. While one high- 
wayman stood guard, the ‘other drove the 
customers into a refrigerating room in the 
rear and locked them in. Then he turned to 
the girl cashier, who sat in the small glass 
office.

It is 
now generally agreed that the danger of in- 
volving either ally of the two belligerents 
has disappeared, as far as the present year’s 
operations dre concerned. This, of course, 
is due to the sincere resolve of both France 
and England not to permit any outside pres- 
‘sure to draw them outside the limits of strict 
neutrality. 
It is significant in this respec: that the ap- 
-prehensions of the French government are 
directed more toward Germany than Russia. 
France credits Germany with a desire to see 
the war spread and involve cther powers. 
Only thus, it is argued, can Germany hope to 
profit substantially by international compli- 
cations. 
The French foreign office sees in the Ger- 
man attitude a purpose to render the kaiser’s 
friendship and aid more desirable and nec- 
essary to the ezar than those of France. 
Nevertheless ‘the’ French policy has been 
fully determined, and under no circumstances 
will she become one in a tripartite entente 
with Germany and Russia.

The preservation of Admiral Makaroff's 
squadron intact is regarded as being of vital 
importance, as it is now certain that the 
admiral’s plans contemplate sending power- 
ful reinforcements from the Baltic during 
the summer. Six battleships, the Orel, Boro- 
dino, Kniaz Souvaroff, Slava, Alexander IT1., 
and Paul and Andrew, and the cruisers Oleg, 
Zhemchus and izumrud I1., will be ready to 
safl in July, joining the squadron of Admiral 
Wremius in the Mediterranean and, with the 
torpedo boats, reaching Port Arthur in Sep- 
tember. 

The arrival of such a fleet would give the 
Russians an overwhelming preponderance in 
numbers. The Russian plans all look for- 
ward to this time, whep by the codperation 
of the fleet the Japanese co ications can 
be cut off. Then Gen. Kouropatkin will, ac-* 
cording to the Russian calculations, be in a 
position to take the offensive on land and set- 
tle the fate of the campaign and war. — 


May Have Jap Cruiser. 

A startling statement comes rom Vladivos- 
tok, apparently from a reliable source, to the 
effect that Capt. Reitzenstein’s squadron re- 
turhed to port towing a second class Japan- 
‘ese cruiser.

Inspect Italian Fleet. 


After lunching with Emperor William on 
the German imperial yacht Hohenzollern the 
king went on board the Italian flagship 
Sicilia, where he. was rejoined by the em- 
peror, with whom he inspected the Italian 
fleet, composed of fifteen warships, besides 
torpedo boats. The inspection was held 
amid the booming of cannon, the cheers of 
the crews, and a great display of enthusiasm 
on the part of the population of Naples. It 
rained in the morning, but the weather 
cleared in the afternoon, with the result that 
the magnificent bay of Naples offered a 
unique spectacle. 

Greeting of Rulers. 

During the luncheon on the Hohengzollern 
King Victor Emmanual toasted Emperor 
William, expressing his joy at seeing 
again. He said: 4 

My people and I recognize and love in 
your majesty a faithful and sure friend. 
The bonds jwhich for so many years have 
united ovr states to one in a common ally 
have been the strongest, guarantee of Euro- 
pean peace. They should so remain.”’ 

Emperor William replied with a reference 
to beautiful Italy and the hospitality of the 
Italians. He said: ; 

“My soul is filled with gratitude for the 
cordial welcome,” expressed in King Victor 
Emmanuel]’s speech. 

Lauds Triple Alliance. 

The emperor continued: 

“ The idea of the triple allfance is engraved 
in an ineffaceable manner on the minds of 
our subjects. The alliance contractéd Dy our 
illustrious predecessors and by the venerated 
head of the house of Hapsburg has become 
for our people a blessing and for Europe a 
sure bulwark of peace, under the protection 
of which the peaceful development of the na- 
tions will continue without interruption.

CASE OF SENATOR BURTON. 


Lawyers Conclude Their Arguments and 
the Judge Delivers His Charge in the 
Trial of Kansas Man. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 26.—The case of 
United States Senator Joseph Ralph Burton 
of Kansas, who has been on trial in the 
United States District court here since Tues- 
day on a charge of having illegally accepted 
fees from the Rialto Gtain and Securities 
company of St. Louis, was given to the jury 
tonight. 

The day had been occupied with arguments 
by both sides. Following the close of United 
States Attorney Dyer’s arguments the court 
delivered its charge to the jury. Judge Ad- 
ams referred to the importance of the case 
owing to the fact that the defendant is a 
United States sengtor, and that in involves 
laws tending to secure the public welfare. 
The section of the statutes under which the 
indictment against Senator Burton was re- 
turned was read by the court. 

Judge Adams commented upon the section, 
pointing out to the jury the influence of a 
senator of the United States which is neces- 
sarily exerted by his presence in an execu- 
tive department of the government, and ex- 
plained in detail the functions of the post- 
office department. 


TWO MORE NEGROES LYNCHED 
BY WHITES IN ARKANSAS. 


Eleven Meet Violent Deaths as Result 
of Race Troubles at St. Charles—No 
Further Outbreaks Feared. 


Dewitt, Ark., March 26.—Two more negroes 
have been put to death in the eastern part 
of this county, making eleven negroes that 
have been killed as the result of the rioting 
which began last Monday. Kellis Johnson, 
the last of the band of negroes that caused 
the trouble, was shot to death today. Perry 
Carter, another negro, was found dead in the 
woods near where the five hegroes were 
slain Thursday night by a crowd of infuriated 
citizens. 

All is reported quiet tonight at St. Charles. 
It is the belief that the most -dangerous 
negroes have been slain and no further 
trouble is looked for. 

The difficulty arose over a trivial matter 
at St. Charles between a white man named 
Searcy and two negroes named Henry and 
Walter Griffin. Deputy Sheriff Kirkpatrick 
attempted to arrest one of the negroes, and 

, too, was knocked.down. The negroes 
¢: gathered and defied the officers, de- 

ring that “No white man could arrest 
them.”’ 


ADVERTISING AGENCY FAILS. 


Pettingill & Co. of Boston Places Its Af- 
fairs in Hands of Creditors—Liabil-

Boston, Mass., March 26.—The newspaper 
advertising agency of Pettingill & Co. today 
announced that it: had placed its affairs in 
the hands of its creditors. Counsel repre- 


. senting Pettingill & Co. stated that the lia- 


bilities may reach $1,000,000, with assets pos- 
sibly one-quarters of that amount. 

The announcement was made in a state- 
ment issued by counsel, which said the cor- 
poration had become embarrassed through 
many errors of judgment in the extension 
of credits.

Denver, Colo., March 26.—[Special.}]—

strike of the Western Federation of Miners, 
the chief organizers of the union being de- 
ported, President Moyer of the Western Fed- 
gration being arrested, and a paper seized by 
‘tthe military. — 

Gov. Peabody and Attorney General Miller 
held a conference and instructed Maj. Zeph 
T. Hai, military commander at Trinidad, to 
escort beyond the borders of the state 
“ Mother Jones, Fairley of Alabama, 
William Wadjen of lowa, Chris Evans of 
Indiana, and Edward Demolli of Utah, all 
érganizers of mineworkers. The companies 
claim that if «these persons are taken out 
of the Trinidad district, two-thirds of the 
strikers will return to work. 

Organizers Seized at Supper. 

A squad of soldiers seized “‘ Mother ” Jones 
and Joseph Pegini while at supper at the 
Coronado hotel, at, Trinidad, tonight and 
they were deported. The troops are now 
looking for W. R. Fairley and William Wad- 
jen, members of the exécutive board of the 
miners. 

President Moyer of the Western Federation 
of Miners was arrested at Ouray today on a 
charge of desecrating the American flag. The 
warraht was sworn out by M. A. ‘Wood of 
Telluride. The alleged desecration consisted 
in using pictures of the flag with ingcriptions 
printed between the bars as postefs. Moyer 
was arraigned and waived preliminary ex- 
amination. He was bound over under $500 
bonds. No effort was made to get bail to- 
night, and he will remain in prison until Mon- 
day.

SULLY PREPARES 
BEGIN FIGHT. 


Former Cotton King Seeks 
Establish Partnership of 
Hawley and Ray. 


CONTEST MAY BE BITTER. 


Alleged Members of Pool Deny 


Financial Interest in the 


Big Deal. 


New York, March 26.~[Special.]—As a re- 
sult of Daniel J. Sully’é recital of the circum- 
stances which led to his financial crash, the 
movement begun several days ago to rein- 
state him on the cotton exchange as soon 


Sully made a clean breast of the whole affair 
today to a committee of five which represents 
the creditors of the firm. His statement car- 
ried with it the conviction that he was tell- 
ing the truth. It is‘sald after the meeting 
the creditors were with Sully to a man and 
he will be reinstated on the exchange. 
Sensational developments are looked for 
next week, when it is expected application. 
will be made to examine both Frank H. Ray 
and Edwin Hawley regarding their alleged 
connection with the Sully pool, operations. 
John R. ‘Dos Passos. a well known expert in 
law contract speculation, will act as Sully’s 
pérsonal counsel in the fight which he pro- 
poses to wage against his former associates 
in the cotton market. Samuel Untermyer, 
who was chief counsel in the shipyard trust 
investigation, will join with Dos Passos. 
Hawley and Ray Deny. i 
Both Hawley and Ray issued statements 
in reply to the story of their alleged con- 
nection with the Sully pool. They say no 
relations existed between Sully’s firm and 
themselves other than those of customer and 
broker. On the other hand, H. W. Taft, one 
of the receivers, stated that the books 
showed Sully had a joint account with 
Hawley and Ray, but that the investigation 
which the receivers had conducted had not 
gone far enough to establish the clear labil- 


now jointly liable. 

Taft also makes clear the .point that the 
alleged action of Sully in taking over Haw- 
ley’s cotton on the eve of the suspension 
raises an interesting question whether these 
gentlemen could make such an arrangement 
that would stand in law. Experts stated 
that this is one of the strongest points which 
the creditors’ could make against Hawley 
and Ray. It has been asserted that Sully 
consented to take over 90,000 bales of cotton 
from Hawley in order to save his firm, and 
on condition that Hawley and Ray would 
negotiate a loan of $600,000. 


Others May Be Liable., 

“If it should be determined on settlement 
day that the suspension was void as against 
the creditors of D. J. Sully & Co; and the 
joint accounts remained open,’ said Tatt, 
“the Habjlity of Hawley and y, if we 
were to figure prices the day following the 
suspension, might be a large amount.”’ - 

“The failure of Sully,’”’ said Dos Passos, 
“if the facts which he and his witnesses 
have imparted to us are correct, was en- 
tirely unnecessary, and was brought about 
by a direct breach of the agreement between 
himself and Hawley and Ray. According 
to the evidence presented they are partners 
in fact.and in law, and consequently as much 
interested as Sully in protecting the interests

Pope Sanctioned One Case. 
’ Every student of history will recall how 
Martin Luther, the father of the reforma- 


grave Philip.of Hesse, to marry a second wife 
during the lifetime of his first consort, while 
in the cathedral of the German city of Er- 
furt there is the. ancient tomb of a Count 
Gleichen of the once sovereign house of Ho- 
ee who received from the Catholic 
he ag the privilege of being married to and 
with two wives at the same time. The 
oe had been a crusader, and, having been 
taken prisoner, was set at liberty by the 
Saracen sultan’s daughter on the condition 
that he would take her with him In his flight 
and marry her according to the rites of his 
own religion. Beggars cannot be choosers, 
so the count consented, and on reaching 
Europe went straight to Rome to consult 
with the pope as to what he was to do, having 
already a wife in Germany. The holy father, 
after due consideration, decided that the 
count must fulfill his pledges, all the more 
as the Turkish prin had promised to be- 
come a Christian if the count married her. 
The union was celebrated by the pontiff In 
person at Rome, and together the couple pro- 
ceeded to Germany, where the German count- 
ess, realizing that but for the Saracen prin- 
cess she would never have seen her beloved 
husband again, consented to the tripartite 
union sanctioned by the pope, the three liv- 
ing happily ever afterwards, and on their 
death being laid to rest in the Erfurth ca- 
thedral in the same tomb, on which the count 
is represented kneeling between his two 
wives. 

No less than six foreign monarchs, with 
whom the United States and-other Christian | 
great powers maintain diplomatic relations, 
accrediting ministers plenipotentiary to their 
courts, practice polygamy. They are the Mos- 
lem sultan of Turkey and shah of Persia, the 
Buddhist king of Siam, the Shintoist mikado, 
the Confucian emperor of China, and the 

eemperor of Corea. True, the rulers of Japan, 
Siam, and China have each but one wife who 
figures officially as empress or queen, but 
as they maintain large seraglios, the chil- 
dren born to them by the inmates of whicb 
are recognized as legitimate, and as princes 
and princesses of the blood, they cannot be 
regarded as monogamous. So far as I am 
aware, none of these oriental potentates has 
ever been represented abroad by diplomats 
possessed of more than one wife. At any 
rate, if the envoys had others they left them 
at home from a feeling of regard for occi- 
dental prejudices, and,+so far, we have been 
spared in western capitals the spectecle of 


ea whole bevy of ambassadresses claiming 


one ambassador as husband and representing 
a single power. 

The late Queen Victoria, although sover- 
eign of the greatest Moslem empire ef the 
universe—namely: that of India, and having 
Mohammedans among the members of her 
household, was keenly alive to the embar- 
rassment that might arise from the presence 
of polygamous envoys at the court of St. 
James, and for the last sixty years or more 
the Turkish padishah, who claims, as caliph, 
spiritual supremacy over the entire Moham- 
medan world, has been represented in London 
by a Christian.

BEAME DELCASSE 
FOR PARIS PANIC. 


French Newspapers Claim No | 
‘Steps Were Taken to Avert | 


Flurry on Bourse. 


WAR SCARE IS COSTLY. 
Government Atiempte to Check 


Fall in Prices After Market 
Goes to Pieces. 


GRACE CORNBAUD.) 

PARIS, March 19.—It would be impossible 
to describe the extraordinary scenes of panic 
upon the Paris bourse as a result of the 
“scarcity "’ of war news which allowed 
fertile imaginations full sway, which caused 
such a fright that even the best of securities 
went tumbling downwards and fell to a point 
they have not tquched since the Franco- 
Prussian war. 

The improvidence ofthe government in not 
anticipating a money flurry and the lack of 
the most elementary precautions which 
might have been taken to avoid it have been 
severely criticised, but the brunt of the blame 
has fallen on Deicasse, who, even after the 
actual rupture of diplomatic relations he- 
tween Japan and Russia, declared war im- 
probable, even impossible, save in the imagi- 


nations of enterprising English and American. 


journalists. Indeed, the valets at the Quali 
a’Orsay have been kept busy carrying in- 
epired notes to the official press expatiating 
upon the “ wickedness’ of false news and 
the imaginations of American and English 
newspapers. But while the much decorated 
foreign minister and his attachés were sip- 
ping their o'clock tea at the foreign 
office and laughing at the war scare the 
mikado was getting ready and as early as the 
16th of January the shrewd Chinese em- 
press, In the name of the emperor, issued the 
following edict to all the viceroys of the em- 
pire. I quote it because it has been the cause 
of violent criticism of Delcasse: 

“Russia and Japan will probably go to 
war. The situation in China will be exceed- 
ingly difficult. The governors should watch 
over their provinces so that the brigands and 
rebels will be unable to profit by the crisis 
in attempting a movement against the dy- 
nasty. Their officials should also protect 
foreigners and missionaries efficaciously. 
They should also watch that the newspapers 
do not put false rumors into circulation. All 
must respect this document.”’ Be 


Edict Made Imperial. 
This edict was published by imperial com- 


mand in all the Chinese papers. Now, say. 


the politicians, even those of the majority, 
if the Chinese government officially took 
+ steps in view of war as early as Jan. 16, 
what were Delcasse’s agents in China doing 
not to inform the minister of the true state 
of affairs? If, however, they were as busy 
as the diplomatic representatives in Japan 
there is no cause for wonder. When the 
last “‘ valise diplomatic” arrived at the 
Quai d'Orsay every one gathered around to 
learn the contents.

More than 
this Frenchmen—the most loyal “ blocards "’ 
and republicans—are beginning to chafe over 
the secrecy with which Delcasse directs 
foreign affairs and to clamor for open de- 
bates, such as are frequent in the English 
parliament. 

The decision in the Venezuelan question 
just given by The Hague tribunal is an- 
other sore point. France comes out of the 
little end of the horn, while English, Gér- 
man, and Italian debts take precedence. 

“It is a good lesson for us to learn,” 
says the Gil Blas editorially, ‘‘because France, 
adopting methods dear to Delcasse, did not 
send a cruiser the more bellicose nations 
receive precedence at The Hague.”’ 

Another writer declares that the “ French 
army is worthy of more confidence for set- 
tling difficulties than the calves of D’Es- 
tournelles de Constant’s legs.’’ Poor De 
Constant and his arbitration propaganda 
are in disgrace, and as a matter of fact all 
France’s efforts so far in behalf of peace 
have bettered her neighbors and not her- 
self. Since Delcasse has been in office no 
real advantages have been secured anywhere 
by France, but she has spent a great deal of 
money entertaining sovereigns.

The difficulties which kept the newspaper 
world of Paris in a constant state of per- 
turbation during the crisis after the Drey- 
fus affair, when rival directors bombarded 
each other and the boulevards were lively 
with the disputes between the two factions, 
have recommenced.

A letter has just been written to some of 
the big holders by the Vicomte d'Harcourt, 
who has heavy interests in the paper, ask- 
ing them to codperate with him in forcing 
radical changes, notably the departure of 
Gaston Calmette, the present director, who, 
he. declares, ‘in a moment of calm has been 
ugable to build up the paper.”

Thought Produced by Weuronic Action. 


OME wild guesses were formerly made as to what 
happens when a thought, as we say, “comes into 
our heads,” and the liver, the heart, and the pineal 
gland in turn have been assumed to be the physical 
seat of thought: So late as 1866 the late Prof.

Noticed, where the failures that come with a crash exeite the wonder and 
pity of all for a moment at least. The man who is becoming “ stale” sim- 
ply drops out of things gradually, so gradually that he himself does not 
know what is happening till some morning he finds himself cast aside like 
an old; worn out garment. Perhaps a young lawyef, finding that he must 
either give up his office or learn to do without eating, goes to work for one 
He feels it is beneath his dig- 
nity, but then he must live; so, shamefacedly, he undertakes the petty 
ess of collecting bad accounts. There isn’t much incentive to exert 
If at this work; he Hates it anyway and longs for the time when his

toek possession of the Buropeans. To be sure, the term yellow race com- 
prises orientals, but, strictly speaking, it is difficnit to draw a line of de- 
marcation among the colors of the different peoples of the world, for a cer- 
tatu mixture of race has taken place in course of the migration of the hu- 
men race. Among the Hindoos an admixture of the Mongolian blood may 
te found. In fact, it is historicaly true that the Mongols marched against 
China, Japan, and India, Expeditions against Japan were several times 
repelled; the last, in 1281, on an immense scale, met with huge discomfiture, 
for Japanese beat them twice, disabling them so that they could not ap- 
proach theiy shore again. China was often attacked by these marauders. 
We have many evidences of it. The inhabitants of Okina were pence lov- 
ing people, and as they were subjected under the oppression of the northern 
barbarians they contrived various means of self-defense. ‘The long wal! 
of China was built for this purpose. Confucius often pointed out the dan- 
gers from the barbarians of the north. The fact that China, a ‘peace lov- 
Ing country, was invaded by barbarians, is clearly shown in her history 
and in the literature and customs of the people. And it appears from his- 
torical study that these barbarians have been holding their stronghold in 
Russia for the last hundreds of years. The real cause of the yellow peril 
does not lie with Japan or with China, but with the gigantic neighbor of 
the north. Thus we see it is the height of folly to lay so much stress upon 


Commercial rivalry, howeyer, obviously renders this impossible. Is it to 
be conceived that Russians, Germans, and French would give England 
such a preponderating advantage in‘ commerce as would be caused by the 
adoption of English a$ a means of advertisement, of contracts, of delicate 
negotiations? The answer is hardly doubtful.

These neurons, which, under the microscope, appear pyramidal in shape, 
are each furnished with a tube of nervous substance springing from its 
base, which leads eventually into the spinal cord. From the apex of the 
pyramid comes another tube, which branches into a great number of 
ramifications lying among, but not actually in connection with, the foliage

But the man who has conquered his uncongenial task has just so much 
more power with which to attack his chosen work when he gets the oppor- 
tunity. Each individual has a certain natural endowment. He cannot add 
new powers, as an ear for music or an eye for eolor and proportion, if he 
lack them, but there is one whole region in himself where he can make new 
conquests if he will. That is in power of self-direction—the power to com- 
mand and expand his own talents. The man who has conquered his un- 
congenial task has gained in concentration and in will power. These make 
the best kind of' a reserve force to help him on with his congenial work 
when he gets a chance at it. 

Comparatively few of the men who have achieved unusual things in the 
world were gifted beyond fhe ordinary. The great majority of practical 
successes are due not so much to supreme gifts as to those powers by

Otherwise, as we well know is not the case, Fy 


the neurons, as of the sensory nerves of the brain, are what is called 


protoplasmic; that is to say, they consist almost entirely of the protoplasm 


or cell substance, which is to be found in the composition of all living organ- 
isms. But this protoplasm, as is seen in the lowest forms of anima! life, 


is endowed with the faculty, under stimulus, of shooting forth parts of _ all 


itself towards the object of its desire, these, from their resemblance to 


human extremities, being sometimes called pseudopodia, or false feet;

at will not only with the sensory nerves above it ,but with its neighboring 
neurons on either side. : 

Hence, when a sensation of sufficient importance to demand the atten- 
tion of the conscious powers of the brain is telegraphed to it, the sensory

A point worth considaring here is that some peopie require more work 
to keep them “healthy” than others do. These people, who are often 
persons of good native ability, will go “stale” on an amount and extent 
of work that would suffice to keep men of lesser abilities perfectly sound. 
It is on the same principle that some men require more physical exercise 
than others. It is true that too much uncongenial work may ingulf the 
weak man, but the strong man will himself eat up the uncongenial work and 
grow stronger on it. Every man must study his own powers, therefore, 
and decide whether he is getting more drudgery than he can digest. The 
lazy man of robust brain and nerves is only too apt to measure himself 
‘up against some puny half invalid simply to cheat himself into the belief 
that he is doing a creditable amount of work, You must accomplish 
drudgery according to your powers if you would escape decay and mental 
blight.

WEEK’S LOAN MARKET ‘QUIET. 


High Price of Brick and Other Material 
Checks Building—Record of 
Recent Deals. 


A quiet week was reported in real estate 
loan circles and few instruments of im- 
portance were filed for record except those 
made in connection with real estatesales.

CHILDREN BORN 


AS FAST AS EVER. 


Misleading Statistics Due 
mating Births Per Man ‘In- 
stead of Per Wile, 


fair baste for the charge of 

“race suicide which President Roos 

velt, the president of Harvard. and the 

comic papers have made against the 
modern college graduate, says . Dr. 

-Theodate L. Smith in a recent publication 

of Clark’ university. The alarmist outcry in 

regard to the future population of the United 

States is founded upon toe nagrow a study 

of statistice and upon the biological blunder 

of estimating the increase of population per 
man instead of per woman. 

‘ ¥rom a close study of the statistics of Yale 

and Harvard colleges through the last 200 

years Dr. Smith has found that the number 

of children in these circles during this cen- 
tury is not exceeded per wife by that of the 
last. The decrease in the size of families is 
undeniable; since 1870 scarcely a class has 
reproduced itself, the average number of chil- 
dren per class member being less than two. 
this fact is, however, offset on the one hand 
by less mortality among women and fewer 
second marriages among the men, and on 
the other by the greater vitality of the chil- 
dren in the smaller families of this genera- 
tion. 

It is erroneous to assume that the statistics 
concerning the birth rate among the families 
of early college alumni show the average 
number.of children per couple. A study of 

- the biographies of these graduates of 200 
years ago reveals that a second, a third, a 
fourth, or even a fifth wife was required, to 
bring up the large families which were in 
fashion at that time. As many a* 40 per cent 
of the wives of Yale graduates between 1701 
ond 1705 did not live to bring up their chil- 
dren. The Sarvard record closely parallels 
that of Zale. “If a man has twelve chil- 
dren and five times,”” argues 
Synith on this point, citing an actual record, 
“ the true average of children per couple for 
tat family is four and nottwelve. It is true 
that the later wives sometimes had few or 
ne children of their own, but In the estimate 
of children this makes no difference, as these 
women were required to bring up those of 
others.” The problem of superfluous woman 
did not exist in those days, he says humor- 
ously. 
with Large Families. 
‘Conditions of life in the American colonies 

during the eighteenth century were hard on 

every one, but particularly hard on women 
who married college graduates that went 

Int6 the ministry. And the ministry was 

the favorite profession of college mefi. One- 

half of the 488 members of the Yale classes 
between 1701 and 1745 were ordained, and 
between that year and 1763 one-third chose 
this same calling. At this period a min- 
ister’s average salary was £40 to £80, and 
fitewood. Usually it was necéssary to eke 

this out by teaching, and by running 4 
small fatm. Marriage was universal, and 
most men married young, especially min- 
isters, who seem to have regarded this as 
the next step after «rdination. The aver- 
age age of.marriage among college men 
was 21; -among women it was younger, many

The economic situation made remarriage a 
necessity for both men and women.

If a mother 
of little children was left penniless by hér 
husband's death she had no course but to ac- 
cépt the first man who offered a home.

This old fashioned large family was not, 
Dr. Smith finds, a robust family. Although 
the records of mortality of children were too 
incomplete for generalization, ‘he deduced 
from records given for individual families a 
rate of 50 to 60 percent of deaths. Apparent- 

there was no knowledge in those days of 

6 laws of hygiene and heredity. ° Cases 
like these were not uricommon: 

— Ten children (nine dead) ; first wife 
died. of consumption. at 45 years, 

—— Thirteen children (seven diea in 
s.idhood); mother died at 47 years. 

Ten children (nine déed in child- 
j,.00d); the fathér’s salary was £490. 

To view this matter from another stand- 
point, Dr. Smith found from following the 
history of. old New England families that 
the large family tends to extinction in the 
fourth or fifth generation. The families of 
moderate size are the ones which have per- 
sisted through successive generations. Our 

ndadmothers, saints though they were in 
patience and purity of their lives, sinned. 
against themselves and posterity by over-: 
drawing their account of physica! vitality. 


No Fear of Race Suicide. 


Granting that the families of modern col- 
lege graduates are small, Dr. Smith thinks 
that the United States need feel no anxiety 
From the late 
census reports’ ft appears that the popula- 
iion is increasing at a ratio, which, tf con- 
tinued, will in time crowd even the wide 
territory of the union. The liberally edu- 
cated classes are, moreover, growing 806 rap- 
idly that the land will not lack educated men 
because college graduates have not large 
families to send to their alma maters. 
Beonomically, the present condition of things 
ig desirable: College graduates prefer pro- 
fessional’ life t6 manual: labor, and if the 
balance between the productive laborers of 
the country and the organizing element is 
lost the prosperity of the United States will 
suffer. There is yet another aspect to the 
matter; it is itogical to speak of ‘‘ race sul- 


cide * on basis of the decrease of one 
class, and, ter the last census, it is equally 
absurdity. 


If there is any truth behind the popular 
lament that the falling off in the number 
of children among the families of educated 
people today implies a falling off in the 
ideais of family life and parenthood, herein 
ig a real and a great danger to the state, 
for suchwan opinion among the educated 
classes would sooner or later filter down and 
affect the entire population. In regard to 
this question Dr. Smith is “ The 
eafucated. woman of the present generation,” 
he writes, “has a higher ideal of mother- 
hood than her grandmother had, because her 
knowledge is wider. She refuses to marry, 
even at the sacrifice of her own persona! 
“heppinessa, he declares, if she believes there 
exists any reason that would deprive her 
-@hlidren of the right to be well born. It i¢ 
possible that in this reform, as in other re- 
forms, the pendulum, in swinging, has swung 
too far, but time will adjust it, and in the 
méanwhile it is a satisfaction to know that 

*“tn the college records of the future we 
shall not ve likely to find that a eonsumptive 
mother died at the age of 40, leaving seven 
children, none of whom lived to maturity.”

_., War and Art. ihe 
HATEVER else may be said 
about war its value as a teacher, 
eapecially in these days of the 
telegraph and hourly editions, 
can scarcely be undefrated. Al- 
ready the universal interest in the Japanese 
is extending to their most intimate traits 
and racial idiosyncrasies. It.is bound 
extend more than ever to their art and liter- 
ature as well as their politics and military 
power. In the Art institute thére is an in- 
teresting exhibition of it, which, unfortu- 
nately, for lack of room at present, is seen 
at a disadvantage. To say nothing of their 
artistic interest, the pictures as mere curi- 
osities, as illustrations of their ‘religion, 
myths, folk lore, and scenery, dre excséed- 
ingly attractive. © 1 
In the north corridor are’ four pictures, 
two of them of the eighteenth century, the 
others quite modern, They depict what Jap- 
anese art is much addicted: to—the ai- 
mosphere, by suggestion rather than any 
direct attempt to paint it. One isa country 
snow scene. In the wildernéss of whitels a 
stable. A Japanese pony—sturdy, shaggy, 
and, in outline cowey, is coming for his 
breakfast that a peasant is offering him. 
Black crows are seated on a tree above the 
stable, the contrast of their color enhancing 
the wintry aspect of the landgcape. The 
brevity of the snowfalis there.is indicated 
by the blossoms, or fruit,-on the trees. The 
composition is simple. So: are the features 
of the picture. The wonder.is that such 
broad, strong effects can be produced by 
such meager materials. The Japanese.art- 
ist, however, is alert to catch all moods of 
nature. Of a snowy morning one may see 
fifty of them out at work eager to seize the 
varying phases of light and shadow. A-com- 
panion panel represents moonlight, the ef- 
fect being chiefly due to the light which 
the moon casts upon a tree in which an 
owlis sitting. The atmosphere is illuminat- 
ed with the light. There are few shadows 
and little apparent effort to produce moon- 
light effects. Yet it is uhmistakable. It ‘és 
this simplicity, this careful study, which 
enables the artist to suggest so much with 
scant material] that is attracting western 
‘art. Whistler did not disdain: to study it 
and adopt some of its methods. 
In the basement of the institute will be 
found some specimens of old Japanese art, 
and the part it played in their religion.

“Origin 


HE existence of stenography among 
ie the Greeks and the Romans is certain. 
: The shorthand that they used was a 
 ftetm of writing in which each word 
> Was represented by a special sign. 
‘The letters of the alphabet with modifica- 
tions, comnected so as to admit of great 
rapidity of execution, formed the elements 
@f these characters. They date at least from 
the first century before Christ. 

In the second century A. D. is found the 
term semeiograph (stenographic character) 
in the Greek orator, Flavius Philostratus. 

Origen. of Alexandria (185-254 A. D.) noted 
tis sermons down in shorthand,and Socrates, 
the ecclesiastical historian of the fourth 
smentury, says that part of the sermons of 
St. John Chrysostom was preserved by the 
same century B. C. a 
discourse to censis, acconiing to 
Plotarch, was taken down by shorthand re- 
porters.

As a special aim will be made to dispose of spring flowers, 
some dealers will make a specialty of putting them up fin small . 
bunches, haying baskets prepared for the sale of a half a 
dozen hyacinths, etc. Dealers are, of course, putting out 
their flowers in 4ifferent ways. Baskets of flowering plants, 
hampers of scotch heather, golf bags with growing roses, 
boxes for all fowers, and potted plants in great profusion are 
being used, 

As a rule the largest greenhouses are doing away with 
elaborate trimming of planta, either with ribbon or paper. 
“The beauty of the plant,” they say, “ is sufficient unto itself, 
and to hide its foliage, as has so often been done, witli profuse 
coverings of paper is Inartistic.” Boxes are, of course, often 
lined with paper and trimmed to some extent with ribbon. . 
The crépe paper has so long been used for pot covers that it 
cannot be done away with entirely, and some pretty styles 
‘gre still being used. An entirely new embossed paper, im- 
ported from Paris, is being used by one dealer, this season 
for plamt decoration. 

The ugliness of pots has long been a source of annoyance 
to flower dealers, and many attempts to cover them have met 
the severest criticlam from professional . 
artists, who desire above everything to Appropriate 
see plants in appropriate settings. The Settings 
the one most generally used. Among t. 
other appropriate covers are baskets, metal basins, regular 
_. pet covers, usually of green basket material, and rustic 
standards. One dealer is using the Russian raffia—a heavy 
canvas material to be had in all colors and shades—with 
splendid results. In some cases he uses it much as the crépe 
paper has been used. In others it is shaped into a regular 
neatly designed pot cover. Such a device in green, which he. 
uses for a palm, has the artistic effect of clinging moss. A 
birch bark cover made on a rustic frame for a deep pot of 
growing roses is another appropriate device. 

, Some florists with plenty of space will show their plants 
this season in various unique styles. For this purpose tubs 
and barrels filled with earth and set with all kinds of flower- 
ing plants and hanging vines will be used for garden effects. 
Scotch heather growing in log huts will also be exhibited 
by one dealer. 

On the whole, the sale of flowers will probably be larger 
than ever this year, and plants and cut flowers of all kinds 
will be put out In as many artistic ways as people can wish.

Iilinoitsan Boasts 


2 7 I Descendants. Scientists Prove Poor Enunciation Is 
, Due to Lack of Effort. 


Blame V ocal Laziness 


CIENTIFIC explanation is offered for 
the bad pronunciation of English lords 
and ladies, which Sir Henry Irving re- 
cently deplored. All his life, Sir 
Henry asserted, he has spoken good 

| Hnglish, only to hear in his old age his titled 

pupils saying “goin’," ‘“comin’,” and 

** fishin’,’’ like bad boys. Science, it must be 

| eonféssed, is on the side of the titled delin- 
quent, and.science is not at all certain but 
that soon we shall all be permitted the joy 

of saying “fishin’.” — 

A clever bit of apparatus explains this un- 
orthodox theory. The contrivance, made of 
one piece of and a fine wire, draws 
pictures of the sounds n to produce 
words. For certain sounds the ingenious ap- 
paratus draws actual hills, which prove be- 
yond a doubt that those sounds require an 
extra muscular effort from the man who 
would speak correctly. 

The contrivance in question, invented by 
Prof. Weeks, now of Missouri, is a circle of 
wire, which fits around the teeth, so that 
while it is in the mouth that organ can be 
elosed or used for speaking without incon- 
venience. In* front of the mouth a single 
wire projects from the loop, and inside a 
corresponding wire, fastened to the circle, 
projects back toward the soit palate. A bit 
of crayon on this wire serves to stick the 
soft palate fast to the wire. When a 
| sclentist, with this apparatus in his mouth, 
begins to talk, every motion of his palate is 
communicated along the wire to its outside 
end. This end is in contact with a sheet of 
lampblacked paper, moving uniformly, so 
that every motion of the wire makes a char- 
acter in the soot. For most sounds the wire 
draws a wavy line, but for parts of the 
sound “n”’ the wire draws a hillock, cor- 
responding with an extra large movement 
of the vocal organ on the other end of the 
wire. It is vocal laziness which causes the 
titled Englishman to leave out this effort. 
But instead of condemning laziness, science 
prophetically points to the law by which 
men follow the line of least resistance.

You can 
omit the rose if you find it too expensive. 


M.: What can you recommend for gray hair and for hair 


that is falling out? 

I have heard this highly recommended: To half an ounce 
of aromatic vinegar add an ounce each of acetic acid and 
tincture of cantharides. To this add five ounces each of lav- 
ender and rose water. Moisten the finger tips and rub into the 
roots of the hair. 

H. G. B.: I am desirous of making my-own toilet soap; 
The fancy soaps are so expensive to buy. Can you give me 
a recipe? 

Unfortunately the nice soaps are necessarily expensive. 
But you might try this: Take of pure white castile soap one 
pound. Melt in a double boiler and add about half a cup of 
water as it is melting. To this add half a pound of white 
curd soap. A.et cool and stir in a few drops of oil of rose 
geranium. All soaps must stand awhile to harden. . 

Mrs. K.: You speak of a soap jelly for the hands. How 
can I make it? 

Take your old bits of soap and pound them fine, Put upon 
the stove in just enough water to cover.
